None but political considerations can urged 
favor ward representation school boards 
and these very considerations which should 
eliminated from all school administration. 
Where there ward representation, each mem- 
ber makes pull for his ward and feels re- 
sponsibility for the school interests the entire 
city and members are apt act many ques- 
tions very narrow provincial spirit. Each 
member should represent the whole city and 
made feel responsible for the school interests 
the entire city. this way alone can proper 
perspective administration secured. 

Ward makes very easy for 
polities creep into the schools. member 
elected his ward only, even nominated from 
his ward and elected large, apt de- 
pendent for his position few political lead- 
ers the ward. mainly through such local 
representation that some our cities the 
schools have become literally with 
politics. Such ward representation also likely 
bring the board inferior members. man 
may prominent ward and seem more than 
life-size who may wholly unknown other 
sections the city and could not elected 
general ticket. our large cities often hap- 
pens that business wards extremely diffi- 
cult find residents who are qualified serve 
the school board. This another reason why 
ward representation apt bring undesirable 
persons the school board. 

abolishing ward representation and elect- 
ing appointing every member large, some 
these evils can eliminated. every school 
board, however, members should selected from 
different sections the city order that the 
different sections may brought the atten- 
tion the board, Our political instincts are 
strongly favor local representation that 
there would quite enough without the 
legal requirement that each ward should rep- 
resented. 

There are five methods electing appoint- 
ing school boards used different parts the 
country. 

the first place, there the method nomi- 
nation and election wards. This beyond 
question all the five methods the most objec- 
tionable one for the reasons already stated. 

The second method that nomination from 
wards the city convention and election 
general ticket. This improvement the 
first, but also objectionable because does 
not get rid ward representation. 

Third—There the method nomination 
and election large, which probably the best 
method for most cities that has yet been 

Fourth—There the method appointment 
the mayor. some cities this method has 
produced good results but not all, and per- 
haps the ideal method would the nomination 
and election large good majority the 
board and appointment the mayor the rest. 

The fifth method that appointment 
the judges the local higher courts. This meth- 
present confined the City Phila- 
delphia, and seems measurably satisfactory.

The school committee should legislative 
and not executive body. The executive work 
ought delegated paid experts. this 
way should avoid the frequent meddling with 
executive work individual members the 
school board and should relieve the members 
great deal labor which now imposed 
upon them, and which often either keeps compe- 
tent men and women from going the school 
board prevents them from serving long 
case they consent serve. 

present many superintendents have de- 
vote three-fourths their strength the busi- 
ness and administrative side school work, 
while their main strength ought expended 
the educational work. 

have already referred what known 
schools. There are great many 
cultivated people who understand how 
can get into schools where nearly 
all the teachers are women and cannot vote. 
may proper explain this point what 
meant polities schools. 

the first place, does not mean that the 
teachers talk party politics their classes and 
give children political prejudices. 

“Personal favoritism” for private political ad- 
vantage the part number members 
the school board describes the situation better 
than the term politics. 

man wants his sister daughter appointed 
school. knows the members the 
school board from his ward may urge the mat- 
ter upon him directly. does not goes 
the influential political leader the ward 
and the latter has conference with the member 
the school committee and with such other 
members can influence. 

Some times such favoritism not political, 
but member the school committee feels 
obliged favor certain candidate because her 
family trade his store, have what are 
him important business relations with him. 
may favor candidate because she belongs the 
same church the same religious denomination 


which belongs and her friends may urge 
her claims upon him that ground. 

Furthermore, her claims may urged upon 
him upon the ground that she poor, that her 
family are poor and that they all need the in- 
come which she might have teacher. 

This last argument appeals the noblest part 
our nature, and the hardest all illegiti- 
mate arguments resist. This argument 
which often made ministers, elders and 
deacons, and allowing their sympathies run 
away with their judgment all such well-meaning 
people may great harm the schools. 

One the most wide-spread forms favorit- 
ism that which would limit the appointment 
teachers local residents. 

one will question that local residents ought 
have the preference over non-residents all 
cases where their qualifications are equal those 
non-residents. this point there room 
for difference opinion, but when very 
easy secure superior non-resident teachers, 
crime against the school children appoint 
inferior resident teachers. 

city produce enough superior teachers 
supply its schools. must draw the superior 
teachers from small towns which cannot pay 
enough saldries hold them. such teachers 
were not called the larger cities higher sal- 
aries they would leave the business teaching 
altogether, 

Members the school committee cannot, 
rule, judge intelligently teacher’s 
tion. They must most cases depend upon the 
opinion some one whom they feel they can 
trust. 

most cities there rule the board 
the effect that teacher shall appointed un- 
less recommended the superintendent 
schools. This does not imply that every teacher 
whom recommends must appointed, but 
does imply that teacher whom considered 
unfit appointed. This rule ought 
made state law and probably will before 
many years. 

The same true the selection text-books. 
Text-books should examined teachers and 
superintendents. 


The superintendent should confer with such 


teachers seem him best qualified pass 


judgment any particular book, then examine 
himself and recommend for adop- 
tion. 

While not every book which recommends 
needs adopted, book should adopted 
many school boards, but ought made 
part our state law order that may not 
readily violated now many com- 
munities.

They usual- 
grow out differences over the appointment 
teachers over the selection text-books.

TEACHERS’ SALARIES. 

The teachers’ salary question intricate 
taxation. time time comes the 
and almost unsolvable the problem 
foreground and, like Bango’s ghost, will 
not down. 

Without going into extended analysis 
why the salaries paid the teachers the 
common schools are low, the reasons may 
briefly assigned the law supply and de- 
mand. 

The supply became unlimited one the 
moment woman entered the field the school- 
master. She could afford accept smaller 
salary than the male teacher, who was the pro- 
vider family. the commercial law 
supply and demand has recognized woman 
teacher the common schools, and has, 
consequence thereof fixed lower rate 
compensation than that ordinarily given 

But, there are those who dispute the claim 
that the profession teaching underpaid. 
then must first demonstrated that the 
profession underpaid before the question 
why underpaid can consistently asked. 

can unquestionably proven isolated 
localities that the teacher com- 
parison with the clerk the ade- 
quately compensated. 

dealing with the question, however, 
broad basis, entirely different result ob- 
tained. 

has been found that considering the time, 
labor and expense involved fitting him 
her for the teaching profession, compared 
with the time, labor and expense involed 
becoming clerk mechanic, the teacher 
underpaid, 

has been found, that, when the physical 
wear involved the profession teaching 
considered, the standard living and cloth- 
ing required—as compared with other callings 
life taken into account—the teacher 
underpaid. 

has been found that when the nature 
the services rendered the teacher, their bear- 
ing upon the future generation and, conse- 
quently, upon the life and perpetuity the 

tepubic properly weighed, that the profes- 
sion teaching underpaid. 

Admitting these contentions true, the 
mind naturally directed toward remedy. 
the salaries are too low and cannot 
raised, the law supply and demand 
govern, then the whole question must cast 


into the commen scale justice. 


School boards must hold that scale 
weighing the salaries. The compensation will 
longer question teacher against 
teacher, but teacher against clerk, teacher 
against mechanic, teacher against any day 
high order against business ability mechan- 
professional ‘training without compensation, 
against three years’ apprenticeship with com- 

When the scale justice once governs all 
salaries, the various teachers’ pension projects 
will fade like the morning dew with the dawn 
day. will then more excuse 
for pensioning teachers than there now for 
pensioning properly compensated clerks

This not own belief but that 
one who seems have had unpleasant ex- 
perience with school boards. 

School boards are chosen the people 
represent them the execution matters per- 
taining the school. They not choose men 
because their scholarships, especially, but for 
other qualifications, which they may possess. 
man may uneducated, yet very good 
school officer, has the desire improve his 
school and the best thing possible for the 
community. rural and graded schools this 
frequently the case, but some members the 
board get into their heads they were 
elected because their superior education and 
wisdom and that the prime purpose their 
election teach the teacher and force her 
conform their wishes, matter how arbitrary 
how unsuitable they may be. 


STAND THE TEACHER. 

When school board selects teacher, 
should look her qualifications; see that she 
has certificate sufficient worth, learn some- 
thing her record former schools and then 
acceptable, engage her. Having done so, the 
board should acknowledge its belief that she 
capable conducting the school and should 
stand her all she does that not radically 
wrong. 

The teacher should thoroughly understand the 
position which she stands relatively the 
school board. “The duties the board are ad- 
ministrative, those the teacher professional, 
but their relation ought such that they may 
meet and discuss important matters.” Questions 
oftentimes arise which ought not decided 
without consultation with the teacher, she 
should considered more conversant with cer- 
tain matters than business men those who are 
not teachers. 

THE TEACHER’S MISSION. 

There have been schools almost since the world 
began and consequently teachers. 
gained many rights and privileges through pre- 
cedent which can found book school 
law. Only few the teacher’s duties are 
specified. far the larger number are implied 
the traditional notion what teacher should 
and the purposes all schools, which are 
educate the child books and also the 
principles truth, industry, economy, temper- 
ance and all the other virtues. teacher must 
have all the rights and privileges and authority 
conferred upon her, which shall necessary 
the accomplishment this end. 

Many people imagine that all the teacher’s 
authority comes directly from the board, there- 
for that the board has the right limit such 
authority. forget the fact that teachers 
existed long before school boards were thought 
and that they possess inherent rights and privi- 
leges which one can curtail. the start- 
ing point serious trouble when children, par-

rights. 

But how many school boards have come 
the conclusion that they were elected for the 
sole purpose controling affairs general and 
the teacher They even presume 
her how certain study should 
taught, what punishments shall used for cer- 
tain offenses and numberless other details ex- 
ceedingly annoying the teacher. 

All members all school boards are not 
this stamp, but have met with few and have 
heard more, who were puffed with pride 
being their positions, that they have pom- 
pously and officiously taken charge every de- 
tail about the school, and have upset the teach- 
er’s whole plan work. doing so, they are 
stepping completely out their province. 

OFFICIAL INTERFERENCE. 

Sometimes teacher needs help and the 
proper relations exist the board may give her 
advice, which, the majority cases, will 
thankfully received. Authoritative direction 
advice are quite different. Many 
teachers would better work they were free 
from official interference did not live daily 
fear it. school boards would aid and en- 
courage their teachers and try believe that 
their methods were correct, even they could 
not quite understand them, many places there 
would decided change for the better. 

the other hand, teacher should not try 
domineering defiant her relations 
with the board. She may willingly obey the 
trustees matters general management and 
show them certain amount respect but not 
servility any means. Some 
teachers worry the board with their constant 
complaints. heard children certain school 
say that for the slightest offense their teacher 
went the board. They soon ceased have 
much respect for the teacher the board. 

get into such deep water that fear sinking, 
and then upon the board help me—pad- 
dle. But—when teacher does for help 
matter discipline especially, the school 
board’s business stand her and enforce her 
commands, not allowing personal motives in- 
fluence them the least.

SHOULD DEFEND THE 

The parents and school board may help 
teacher very materially they are inclined, 
they may make her life miserable. When 
things contrary the wishes the board 
members why don’t they the teacher her- 
self, instead talking about her the sneak- 
ing, cowardly manner some them adopt? 
They seem afraid face her with their com- 
plaints. Let them judge the teacher’s work 
through personal observation and not through 
the talk people whose sole aim life seems 
talk about their neighbors. 


School boards should slow condemn 
their teachers for faults which they know 
nothing. Stories the teacher’s wrong doing 
are usually started children who misrepre- 
sent the facts, not always purposely, but through 
lack understanding the teacher’s 
Before know it, there strong under cur- 
rent ill-feeling against us. The board may 
put down this feeling great extent 
few judicious remarks dropped here and there. 

THE SALARY TEACHERS, 

The majority teachers, rural and 
graded schools, are little more than half 
course, the good teacher’s services cannot 
measured dollars and but quite 
comfortable have remuneration 
keep the wolf from the door and little besides. 
There are constant drains upon the purse the 
teacher, especially the one who wishes ad- 
vance. Parents wish their children have the 
best instructors, therefore, they should pay their 
teachers enough induce them become ex- 
pert. Every year young men and women who 
have natural teaching abilities are dropping out 
the ranks because their inadequate com- 
pensation. 

The majority teachers work part the 
year for salary, which decidedly meager 
when measured the needs the entire year. 
need something more than mere hand-to- 
mouth existence. The plan pensioning super- 
annuated teachers has not been very well thought 
most us. Pay enough now, and 

school boards wish raise the standard 
teachers, let them raise the wages, and this, 
connection with the growing toward 
exacting higher qualifications for teachers, will 
accomplish their end. 

Would not the raising wages make teach- 
ing more profession than temporary 
pation? People often teach, earn enough 
pay expenses until they can fit themselves for 
some more paying business.
